Luciano, who received his nicknaiae after surviving a gang ride on Staten Island 
In Rew York in 1929, originally entered the United States fron Italy with his 
parents, in 1907* At the time he was approximately ten years of age* His criminal 
career started four years later when he was eent to the Brooklyn Truant Hosne. He 
at one time headed the Unione siciliano, reputed to be an Al Capone fact ion • In 
June of 1936 Luciano was convicted on sixty-two of ninety counts charging cocapuleoiy 
prostitution. He was cocL'iitted to Dannemors prison, Clinton^ Kew Tork, In July of 
1936 •
